He informed his con- 
stituents that the honor they had be- 
stowed upon him had in no wise 
changed his opinions; that he was, as 
ever, for the go'd standard, and re- 
fused to accept if there was any mis- 
understanding on this point. 
They 


were,how ever, willing to have him serve 
them, and since he has been in the 
house Mr. Loud has remained loyal to 
his principles, voting with the advo- 
cates of gold when the contest has been 
close, but casting his vote for silver 
v* hen a vote either way made no differ- 
ence. 
During his last campaign Mr. 


Loud made many gold speeches. 


His ideas concerning the national 


post office have been thoroughly ex- 
ploited and are well known, and no 
one but a layman would denj that some 
of the reforms he proposes would, if 
they could be properly initiated and car- 
ried out, be an improvement to the serv- 
ice; but, like all reformers, his zeal 
sometimes carries him too far. On sev- 
eral occasions Mr. Loud has enjoyed a 
tilt with Lemuel Ely Quigg, of New 
York, and Mr. Quigg does not always 
come out winner. Only recently Mr. 
Loud said, in characterizing one of Mr. 
Quigg's statement as false and un- 
founded: 


"I have oftentime* regretted that the 


gentleman from New York could not 
know as much as he assumes to know."

It is now possible for th* human eye 


to see an object magnified 
3,000,000 


time*. Heretofore 10,000 times has been 
the limit. But Prof. Elmer Gates, of 
Washington, has found that a second 
microscope can be used to view and 
magnify again a small part of the 
image produced by the first microscope. 


The eye cannot, of course, see the 


image directly, but it can see a repro- 
duction of the image, and thus micro- 
scopy is carried as far beyond the pres- 
ent art as it is itself beyond the power 
of the eye. Hero is Prof. Gates' own 
story of his discovery: 


"I have recently improved the per- 


formance of the microscope by remov- 
ing from the objectives and oculars all 
those supplementary lenses which are 
used to correct chromatic aberration, 
and I have also succeeded in. obtaining 
a magnification of the surface details 
of opaque objects by a new method. 
The old method consisted of focussing 
upon the upper surface of the opaque 
object on the microscopic slide the pro 
jecting beams of light from a. bull's eye 
condenser. 


"Of course the rays under these cir- 


cumstances are reflected divergently 
aud enter the objective while diverg- 
ing, but the objective has been made to 
utilize parallel rays and hence good 
definition has not been obtained. By 
the new method I reflect a parallelized 
beam of light from the surface of the 
opaque object, and catch the reflected 
beam •nith the microscope to that i1 
shall enter the instrument parallel to 
its longitudinal axis; the result is very

,he object- from which Jt comes, hence 
ihe light has only-one hundred mll- 
iooth of the intensity with which It 
tarted from the object. Th« light is 
already too weak to photograph with, 
if the best result* are desired. But if 
we select some small area of this faint 
mage and subject it to another mag- 
nification of 600 additional diameters, 
the light becomes further weakened 
until it is only on« three hundred and 
sixty thousandth as strong as it was 
previously, and the natural eye cannot 
ice the second magnification because 
the'light is too weak. Yet after re- 
maining several hcurs in a completely 
darkened room, the eye can see such 
magnification very faintly. 


"When a sensitive plate i* put in 


place of the eye, it acts cumulatively; 
the faint light ray« which the eye cant- 
not see fell hour by hour upon the 
plate, and slowly accumulate enough 
;ffect to make a visible picture. The 
fitructural lines which in the image of 
the first microscope are too near to- 
gether to be photographed as distinct 
objects, are in the image of <h« second 
microscope 600 times farther apart, and 
so do not blend by diffusion and ir- 
radiation. 


It is not very difficult to distinguish 


on a good1 photomicrograph, made by 
best modern methods, lines which in 
the original object are not more than 
one ten-thousandth of a millimeter 
apart, but much beyond tlhis limit the 
microscope and the photomicroscope 
refuse to go, because the images of 
these lines on the se-nsitn e plate affect 
the photo-salts in the space between 
them, in consequence of diffusion and 
irradiation. 


"The instrument just described opens 


an entirely new domain in several sci- 
ences, and it will require years 
of 


earnest worlc to go mer the new fields. 
The application of the new method to 
the telescope has been demonstrated, 
and when once the instrument is, com- 
pleted it will produce results tar be- 
yond auy hitherto obtained.

gfreat detail; but when I use light near 
the upper end of the spectrum, I find 
that moit opaque objects are slightly 
transparent, ajid I have succeeded in 
focussing' a sixth-inch objective upon 
a muscle cell in mjr own finger and cam 
see the cell distinctly through the three 
skin layers and the sub-cutaneous cel- 
lular tissue. I can even see a bone cell 
in my finger inddstinctly by this 
method. 


"I ha-, c demoniitrated to a great num- 


ber o£ people that with a half-inch lens 
in the second microscope and a one- 
sixth in thefirst lean get much greater 
detail and much greater magnification 
than can be obtained with a 25-inch oil 
immersion objective. 


"I use the best known form of micro- 


S'-ope and prepare the slides and siid- 
i'lgs and stainings in the usual way; 
and focus and illuminate so as to get 
the clearest magnification of the object, 
when viewed through the usual ocular. 
Then I remove the outer lens of the 
ocular. 


"It can be shown thai the 'virtual' 


image produced bj the ocular and eye, 
a'thoug'h it looUs much larger than the 
'real' image, adds no new details to the 
real image. This fact is known to manj 
modern microscopists. I therefore use 
the 'real' image as the starting point 
for my new microscope. 


"I bring down upon this 'real' image, 


or 'focal plane,' the objective of my sec- 
ond mu-roseope, and thus magnify the 
'real' image so a.s to exhibit in it details 
which cannot be seen when this real 
image is \ie«ed througih the ocular of 
the first microscope. 


"This is due i.ot only to the special 


pon crs of the second microscope, but to 
an advantage which I have laken of 
H unique fact In photography—namely, 
that ivhpii two lines, markings or col- 
ors in an image are too close topjcther, 
the sensitive plate vi i'.l not record them 
ns two but as one. Thus, when I rnled 
two lines upon, a metal plate very near 
each other, the image of these lines 
thrown by a camera upon a sensitive 
plate -would irradiate in the fllm, and 
the pictnrt would show only one line. 


"The lire of light falling on th« 


photo-salt in the film spreads by mole- 
cular irradiation over more area than 
the actual width of the line of light, 
and there- is also diffused reflection of 
this line of light by the semi-transpar- 
ent substance of the film. To these two 
pauses is due the fact that wh-?n the 
details of two structures are too close 
together in the image of an object, 
these structures will photograph as one, 
anfl thus the detail will be lost. 


"The line of demarcation between 


them will. In the ftlm of the sensitive 
plate, be obliterated by the irradiated 
and diffused light. This is why all de- 
tails be-low a certain size are lost In. a 
photomicrograph. The space between 
two points that are too close together 
on. a film i* acted on by the light ir- 
radiated by these points. The two 
point*' are separated by magnification 
toauch a distance that when the photo- 
graph I* made the irradiation will not 
eorer the rptft between the point:.
